A communication from the Get- 


tysburg Chamber of Commerce rec- 
ommending that borough council 
adopt an ordinance prohibiting all-* 
night parking in the borough, got a 
favorable reception from town coun- 
cil Monday night at the engine 
house, and was referred to^he high 
way and safety committees for later 
action, along with several other 
parking recommendations and sug- 
gestions. 


The chamber's letter recommended 


that parking on the streets be pro- 
hibited between 2 a. m. and 7 a. m., 
and also that property owners be 
prohibited 
from sweeping refuse 


into the streets after the streets have 
been swept by borough employes. 


"I think this is a very good sug- 


gestion, and I think we should do 
something about it," H. M. Oyler, 
president of council, commented. 


Council adopted a resolution di- 


recting that a letter be sent to the 
Chamber of Commerce requesting 
that the Christmas decorations in 
the business district be removed by 
February 10.

A little more relief cajme to gas 


consumers in the Gettysburg dis- 
trict this morning when Gene Wil- 
liams, manager of the Gettysburg 
Gas corporation, announced that he 
had turned on gas water heaters, cut 
off from gas for about a week be- 
cause of the acute shortage of the 
fuel 


Pressure in the main lines showed 


& slight increase during the night 
but fell off during the morning, al- 
though not enough to curb further 
usage by those having water heat- 
ers. 


Commercial and industrial con- 


sumption remains on a curtailed 
basis of maintenance supply only 
and those in town which were cut 
off entirely more than a week ago 
continue to be without service. 


"Although we have a little more 


gaSTxxlay we are far-from being be- 
yond the critical stage. If a cold 
wave hits us we are going to be in, 
another serious predicament I hope 
that our gas consumers will con- 
tinue to conserve the fuel," Mr 
Williams said.

Highway Costs Down 


The amount included in the bud- 


get for the highway department is 
cut $6,000.

"first such action taken, by a south- 
ern university" the University of 
Delaware's board of trustees have 
cleared the way for the admission 
of negro residents of Delaware with 
accepted academic standard. 


Dr. William S. Carlson, president 


of the university with 2.000 students 
said 
yesterday that 
under 
the 


board's ruling negroes will be per- 
mitted for the first time to sit side 
by side with white students. 


Dr. Carlson pointed out,, however, 


that the ruling does not open the 
way for the admission of any negro 
student. The board, he said, decided 
ot permit negroes to enroll at Dela- 
ware hi courses not provided by the 
Delaware State college for negroes 
at Dover, Del. 


The board's ruling covers only 


bona fide residents of Delaware and 
no provision was made for the ad- 
mission of negro students not living 
in the state.

X wish I knew why it takes 90 long;

We humans are filled with fears. 


The great Dr. Samuel Johnson was 
a very devout man, yet he feared 
death and disliked talking about it. 
As he was dying the young girl of a 
friend, asked to see him. He moved 
his body, looked into her face, and 
said simply: "God bless you, my 
dear." Then fell into his eternal 
sleep, peacefully. All fear had gone. 


Said Paul Valery: "How many 


amusements there are! There never 
were sa many toys! But how many 
anxieties there are too! Never were 
there so many fears!" And then 
later on in that same wonderful 
essay, he says: "We have lost the 
leisure for maturing and, if we look 
within ourselves, we artists no 
longer find that other virtue of the 
ancient creators of beauty—the de- 
termination to endure."

DIXIE HAY BOLT 
FMM TRUMAN 
ON CIVIL RIGHTS 


Washington, Feb. 3 <£>>—Southern 


Democrats talked bluntly today of 
calling a Dixie convention to split 
away from president Truman on the 
civil rights issue. 


One deep south senator who asked 


not to be quoted by name told a 
reporter present plans are to ask 
the Conference of Southern Gov- 
ernors to call an all-southern con- 
vention. 


Such a political gathering could 


pick its own candidate for President. 
But the main objective would be to 
work out some way to withhold, at 
least, part of the south electoral 
votes from Mr. Truman. 


The governors will meet at Talla- 


hassee. Fla., Friday. They are cer- 
tain to take up Mr. Truman's mes- 
sage yesterday urging Congress to 
act on a 10-point civil rights pro- 
gram. 


They're Boiling Mad 


The southerners are boiling mad 


over four of those points. They call 
for (1) a federal anti-lynching law, 
(2) a permanent fair employment 
practice commission, (3) an end to 
Jim Crow rules in transportation 
and (4) outlawing state poll taxes. 


Senator Eastland (D.-Miss.) called 


these proposals "outrageous." 


"The south will have to protect 


herself in the electoral college," he 
told a reporter. Eastland refused to 
be more specific. 


But at Jackson. Walter Sillers. 


speaker of the Mississippi House of 
Representatives, flatly urged a con- 
vention call to name a southern 
Presidential candidate. 


Still another course being dis-

cussed by some southerners nereis 
to have the state legislatures in 
Dixie appoint Presidential electors 
wliQ.wouW be instructed not to vote 
for Mr, Truman. 
. Those back of this plan think that 
if they can get 80 electoral votes 
switched, they might throw a qlose 
Presidential race into the Bouse. 
Then they would propose a southern 
Democrat as a compromise between 
Mr.. Truman and his Republican 
opponent. 


Senator Maybank (D.*8. C.) satd 


there are some indications Demo- 
crats in his state may wait until 
after the party's national conven- 
tion at Philadelphia to nominate 
their electors. That way they, could 
get a look first at the party platform 
and the Vice Presidential nominee. 


Besides, his four proposals that 


made the southerners hit the celling, 
Mr. Truman called upon Congress 
"to see that constitutional guaran- 
tees of individual liberties and of 
equal protection under the laws are 
not denied or abridged anywhere in 
our union."
